indicate at once how strong or 
weak he is in either high cards 
or distribution. 
North's raise to two hearts is 
much more precise. It states 


that he has from 6 to 9 points, 
which may or may not include 
distributional values. 


The two spade bid shows 


values beyond a minimum open- 
ing bid. since otherwise South 
would 
p'ass. It 
furthermore 


proposes spades as t r u m p in 
the event that North has longer 
spades than hearts. 


Three spades guarantees four-

There is one very serious 


drawback to such lengthy and 
precise exchanges of informa- 
tion. While partners are relay- 
ing messages back and forth for 
their own edification, then- op- 
ponents listen in, and what they 
overhear frequently helps them 
too find the best defense. 


West took full advantage of 


the bidding in this deal to find 
the killing lead. He began with 
the ace and another heart, and 
declarer could not prevent West 
from giving East a heart ruff 
later on to defeat the contract a 
trick. 


West reasoned that North • 


South were sure to have at least 
eight hearts for the opening 
heart bid and immediate raise.
